The-«natter remains primarily to 
be adjusted by Japan and China, and it 
is not unlikely that the Tokio government 
is already in communication with the Pe- 
kin government on the subject. 

The long dispatches sent by Baron Ko. 
mura to his government upon this sub- 
ject after yesterday’s session, which were 
not all off until 6 o'clock this morning, 
make this possible. Possibly an answer 
from China is essential to final agree- 
ment upon Article 7 and this may be the 
true reason for the postponement after 
accord “in panciple”’ had been reached.

properly framed, that cases are made and 
vVigorous:y pushed where the health ana 
general welfare of the community are 
concerned, and who should represent the 
City and state in the more important 
cases where violation of ordinances or 
statutes of the state have occurred.

“It is generally the rule that infrac- 
tions of municipal ordinances not being 
crimes in the sense that the word is 
used in state statutes authorizing arrests 
without warrants in certain instances 
where crimes have been committed, a 
rolice officer must exercise great care in 
making arrests of persons who have vio. 
iated ordinances of a municipality with- 
warrants unless clear authority has

charter of the municipality. Where a 
state offense has been committed which 
is usually considered a crime, the law is 
clear that an officer can make an arrest 
without a warrant where the offense has 
been. committed in hig presence or where 
the offender is endeavoring to escape or 
where from other causes there is likely 
to be a failure of justice for the want 
of a warrant. But it is only where there 
have been violations of ordinances against 
disorderly,. riotous, or tumultuous acts, 
or acts endangering the safety of any 
citizen or property, or where offenses 
have been committed against the public 
peace, morality or decency, that there 1s 
any necessity for a police officer to make 
an arrest and detain the offender. In 
all other instances of violations of ordi- 
nances the law is properly administered 


by lodging charges in the court, and 
calling vpon the offender by subpena to 
appear and answer the same. 

“There is oonsiderabie authority that 
in as much as police officers are by vir- 
tue of their office peace officers, they 
have the right to make arrests without a 
warrant and without express power con- 


instance where there has been a breach 
of the peace, ar a *seréach of the 
peace, is threatened. But this line 
of authority is mot uniform, and many 
other instances arise which necessitate 
police officers making arrests for viola.

President of Tech Died Wed- 
nesday Night at Danville, Ni ¥ 


Prostration From Overwork Caused 
Him to Be Unable to Rally to 
the Ministrations of Medi- 
cal Skill—Story of 
His Career. 


—— 


Captain Lyman Hall, president of ‘he 
Georgia School of Technology. and one 
of the most prominent educators in ‘the 
country, died Wednesday evening at 11:20 
o'clock in the Jackson Health resort at 
Danville, N. Y. 

Captain Hall had been at the point of 
death for more than a week and his 
death was not unexpected. His health 
had been broken by cverwork and he 
had sought a change of climate in the 
hope of regaining his strength. He grad- 


ually grew worse and his weakened sys- 
tem was was unable to take advantage | 
of a change that might otherwise have 
proved benecifial. 

Mrs. Hall was present at the bedside of 
her husband as was his brother, R, B. 
Hall. He rallied early Wednesday night 
and there appeared to be new hope for 
his recovery. Later in the night, however, | 
a relapse came and he passed away with-| 
out regaining consaic usness. 

Captain Hall's death has caused uni-| 
versal sorrow throughout the south, and, 
particularly in Georgia, where he was! 
80 well known and greatly beloved. He! 
stood foremost among the educators oF 
the country and his work at the Georgia 
School of Technology iad attracted wi-te| 
attention. It was his devotion to this} 
work that resulted ir his untimely | 
death. Ambitious for the institution of, 
which he was the executive head he 
worked early and late for its su cess. 
The rapid strides it made during ‘he 
past five years are attributed to his ze. 
and untiring energy and the great instti- 
tution stands as a silent testimony [9 
his memory. 

Mrs. Hall apd R. B. Hall left Dan- 
ville yesterday with the body and will) 
reach Atlanta early Saturday morning 
The funeral arrangements will not be; 
definitely announced untii that time. 


Lyman Hall’s Career. 

Lyman Hall was born in Americus, 
Ga., February 18, 1859, and was, there- 
fore, about forty-six years old. His 
father was John E. Hall, of Americus, 
who was at one time one of the most 
prominent business men of south Geor- 
gia. Lyman Hall's boyhood was. spent 
in Americus. He attended her public 
schools, and in early youth showed 
something of the intellectual attainments 
so marked Mm him in after life. So rap- 
idly did he learn, that in the grammar 
schools he went through in four years, 
while it generally requires eight years 
to complete the couse. After finishing 
his preparatory education in Americus, 
young Hall became a student at Mercer 
university, where he pursued his studies 
for three .years.;; While a student at 
Mercer he distinguished himself for 
scholarship, winning several medals for 
excellence in mathematics. After leav- 
ing Mercer, Lyman Hall entered the 
United States military academy at West 
Point. Here, as at Mercer, he distin- 
guished himself for scholarship and abil- 
ity, being considered the finest mathe- 
matician in his class. In |88! he grad- 
uated from West Point with high hon- 
ors, but resigned immediately after his 
graduation, 

On leaving the military academy Cap- 
tain Hall accepted a position as profes- 
sor of mathematics in the Moreland Park 
Military academy, but resigned after a 
few months, to accept the position of 
professor of mathematics unaer Profes- 
sor Neal at the old Georgia Military in- 
stitute, in Kirkwood, Ga. About this 
time, in December, (883, VCaptain Hall 
was married to Miss Anne Toombs Jen- 
nings, of Charleston, 8S. C. She bore 
him four children, two dauguters and 
two sons. 

In 1886 Captain Hall accepted the chair 
of mathematics in the South Carolina 
Military academy at the citadel. This 
position he filled until 1888, when, at the 
opening of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, in Atlanta, he was called to the 
chair of mathematics. Since then -his 
life has been with the Tech and for the 
Tech. Having been with the institution 
since its infancy, he watched its growth 
year after year. Its successes were his 
successes, Its failures, !f failures it 
had, were his failures. He fell in love 
with it and its work, so to speak, and 
it seemed to be the sole object of his life 
and efforts. 


Accepts Tech Presidency. 

Upon the resignation of President I. 
S. Hopkins, in 1896, the board of trus- 
tees of Tech looked about them to find 
a successor to Dr. Hopkins, who could 
worthily take up the great work. Ly- 
man Hall seemed to be the logical man 
for the place. And though he protested 
against his election, saying that other 
professors could be chosen more compe- 
tent than he, he was elected president 
unanimously. He entered upon his work 
with high hopes and with untiring Zeal, 
From the time he entered upon his du- 
ties as president of the Georgia School of 
Technology, until his work was ended 
by the cruel hand of death, he had but 
one great thought in his life—lhe i ech. 
When he became president, nine years 
ago, there were less than one hundred 
students enrolled and only two buildings, |

His 
professors often warned him that his 
incessant labor would produce injurious 
effects, but his love for his work would 
not allow him to heed the advice of his 
associates. And it is believed that his 
incessant labor in behalf of the schoo] 
was primarily the cause of his death.

Numerous as Captain Hall's duties 
were, as president of the Tech, and hard 
as he labored at the president's desk 
and im the class room, he found time 
to contribute to the schools and colleges 
of the country some excellent text-books. 
In 1894 he published Hall's’ First 
Chapters in Algebra. In 1896 Elements 
of Algebra and in the same year Keys 
to Algebra. 

It is doubtful if the country has lost 
a more able educator within tthe past 
decade than Lyman Hall. His fame as 
both educator and scholar had spread 
throughout the United States. And he 
was known as well, and respected as 
much, among the great college profes- 
sors of the north as among those of the 
south. His optnion on educational ques- 
tions was often sought for by leading 
northern educators. His address before 
many of the eastern colleges, especially | 
those of Yale and Princeton, have been | 
counted among the best essays on edu- 
cational questions of the period. 

Besides his mother, wife and 
children, Captain Hall is survived by 
two brothers, Stovall Hall, of this city, 
and R. B. Hall, of Raleigh, N. C.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT CROPS. 


Growers Expect Twelve Millions from 
Next Year’s Yield. 

Los Angeles, Cal., August 17.—F rom 
recent estimates made of the citrous 
crop for next year, indications point to 
a record breaker. That there will be 
upward of 35,000 car loads is certain, 
and the aggregate may reach 40,000 
cars. 

The current year ends October 31 with 
shipments that will total more tsuan 
30,000 cars, and the daily average now 
is about twenty car loads. 

Returns for the shipments this season 
show that the southern California fruit 
exchange will have distributed $7,000,- 
000 to growers for fruit shipped from its 
members. Close calculations upon the 
Output for next season place the net 
amount that will come to the growers 
at about $!2,000,000.

As yet the United States can lay 
claim to no demonstrated superiority 
in the matter of furnishing govern- 
ment to the people of the tropics. 
Great Britain and the older nations 
of Europe have had far greater ex- 
perience in this line than we, and 
there is nothing in the results attained 
‘n Hawali or Porto Rico or the Philip- 
pines for which we can claim any 
laurels, 

But during the period of temporary 
occupation of Cuba, the representa- 
tives of this government did achieve 
a most notable victory along another 
line, and now comes reports of a' 
similar one from Manila, 

Should nothing else stand to our 
credit from our tropical ventures, the 
American discovery and development 
of the mosquito theory of yellow 
fever transmission, which was the 
direct result of the occupation of 


Cuba, would be a crown of glory. 
There can be no question of this, 


even though there are still doubters, 
and even though there has as yet 
been no discovery of the original 


Of no less importance to medical 
science is the discovery by our army 
surgeons in the Philippines of a 
method of cure for leprosy. This dis- 
ease, horrible in its mutilations of 
its victims, is more prevalent in the 
tropics than elsewhere, but it is by 
no means confined there. No afflic- 
tion is more dreaded; for of all dis- 
eases, it is one of the most loath- 
some. 

A Manila dispatch tells of a series 
of experiments conducted in the army 
hospitals, as the result of which the 
claim is advanced that a_ specific 
cure for leprosy has been found in 
the application of x-rays. Details 
are given of victims in advanced 
Stages of the disease in whom its 
progress has been completely ar- 
rested, and a cure effected. While 
the cabled reports are meagre, they 
are of a character to inspire confi- 
dence. : 

The x-ray treatment, like that of 
the Finsen rays, has been proven most 


valuable in curing some diseases. This} 


is true particularly with regard to the 
healing of diseased tissues and of 
some kinds of interna] troubles. It! 
can hardly be claimed that the exact | 
value of the x-ray has ag yet been| 
determined with definiteness, but that 
the discovery has been proven of 
value there can be no doubt. 

The full details of the experiments 
with leprosy patients will be awaited 
with deep interest by the medical 
world. One feature of these Manila 
reports calculated to inspire confi- 
dence is that there is no evidence in| 
them of individual doctors endeavor- 
ing to take special credit to them- 
selves. Indeed, the announcement is) 
made that those who have been con-| 
ducting the experiments have not) 
used. |

Three of the Rawlingses, tried for the 
atrocious murder of the two Carter chil- 
cren and of conspiracy to murder the 
whole Carter family—neighbors—have 
just been sentenced to death by the su- 
rerior court at Valdosta, Ga., and a 
fourth member of the same family was 
given a life term in the penitentiary. 
Lhe trial and its outcome is distinctly 
creditable to Georgia justice and encour- 
eging to the friends of law enforcement. 
The Rawlings family has been one of 
the influential] ones of the neighborhvoc. 
The accused had ample means with which 
to defray the expenses of their defense; 
trey had a fair, full trial and had every 
opportunity for establishing their inno- 
cence. Within two months after their 
crimes they had been tried and convict- 
ed, the majesty of the law has been 
raintained and public confidence restored 
in the effectiveness of judicial procedure. 
Events of this character tend to reassure 
the people that we are really getting toa 
toint when we may reasonably hope for 
the more adequate punishment of crime 
andthe more effective protection of or- 
derly society.

BILL WILL GIVE 
EMINENT DOMAIN 


Legislature Confers Right Upon 
Telephone Companies 


But Amendment Putting Such Com- 
panies Under Supervision of the 
Railroad Commission is Adopt- 
ed—Measure Causes Quite a 
Warm Debate in House. 


The house yesterday ,afternoon by a 
vote of 116 to 24, passed the bill by Sen- 
ator Copelan, which nas already passed 
the senate, amending sectoin 2347 of the 


| Code so as to confer the same right of 


eminent domain upon telephone compa- 


| nies as is now enjoyed bs telegraph -:'m-

panies, with the addition that both -ele-| 
phone and telegraph companies are to he! 


given the right to use the public high- 
ways of the state under supervision of 
the county authorities. 

The bill was not passed, however, unt!] 
the house had adopted by a vote of 8!

Hall, providing that such telephone com- 
panies as take advantage of the privi- 
leges granted under this act, shall be sub- 
ject to the supervision of the state rail- 
road commission, just as telegraph ard 
railroad companies now are. 

There was a strenuous fight over the 
bill and amendments, led, in behalf of 
the bill, by Mr. Dunbar, of Richmond, 
and against it by Mr. Wright, of Floyd. 
Amendments were introduced to require 
telephone companies to domesticate th2m- 
selves, and even to repeal the code section 
which gives the fight of eminent domain

Vote on Perry Amendment. 
The house, on a Call of the roll, passed 


by a vote of 8! to 69, the amendment

Mr. Perry, as stated. 

The bill now goes to tle senate for econ- 
currence in the house amendments and 
then to the governor. 


What the Bill Provides. 

The telephone eminent domain fll, 
known as senate bill No. 76, was taken 
up immediately upon the convening of 
the afternoon session. 

The bill provides for an amendment to 
section 2347 of the code of 1895, so as 
to give telephone companies the same 
right of eminent domain as is now enjoy- 
ed by telegraph comparies, and further 
to give both telephone and telegraph com- 
panies the right to place their poles and 
string wires upon the public highways cf 
the state, under supervision of the coun- 
ty commissioners or ordinary of each 
county, as the case may be. The Dill per- 
mits telephone companies to place j3'es 
and wires along railroads, highways or 
upon private property when it is c>n- 
demned, valued and paid for. 

A flood of amendments was poured 
onto the clerk's desk. as soon as the 
bill hag been read. Among these were 
amendments ty domesticate such tele- 
phone companies as are given these vriv- 
ileges, and to put them under the con- 
trol of the railroad commission. Mr. A!. 
exander, of DeKalb, offered as a subs‘+i 
tute, a bill to repeal tiie entire section of 
the code, giving the rient of eminent do- 
main to telegraph companies, 

Debate on the Measure. 

Mr. Dunbar, of Richmond, urged the 
passage of the bill. He spoke of the im- 
portance of the telepnune which is dai'y 
inoreasing, and wrged that telepnone 
companies were entitled to and should re- 
ceive the same privileges as telegraph 
companies. He asked the house to defcat 
the numerous amendments offered, the 
object of which, he said. was to defeat 
the bill by making it unconstitutional. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, moved that the 
bill and amendments be indenfiitely post- 
poned, the effect of wrich would be to 
kil] the bill. He said so iniportant a m~as- 
ure as this, deeply affecting the rights of 
the people, should not be brought up fo 
passage at the heel of the session when 
there was No time to give it proper cun- 
sideration. He spoke against the Dill. 

Mr. Longley, of Troup, expressed sur- 
prise that any representative should op- 
pose this measure. The right of emi- 
nent domain was a privilege exercised 
by foreign as well as domestic corpora- 
tions. ‘Ihe telephone companies should 
be given the same privileges as other 
corporations, 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, spoke earn- 
estly against the bill. Telegraph compa- 
nies are the only corporations which 
now enjoy the right of eminent domain 
in Georgia, he said, and that right, a 
sovereign right, ought never to have 
been given them. He had offered a sub- 
stitute to repeal the law giving this right 
to telegraph companies. The matter was 
of the highest importance to the people 
of the state, he said, because it gave 
these companies the. right to go on pri- 
vate property and erect their poles in 
pecple’s front yards. 

Under Railroad Commission. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, said he was willing 
to give telephone companies the same 
rights as are enjoyed by telegraph com. 
panies, but he was opposed to giving 
them any additional privileges. It had 
been charged, he said, that amendments 
had been offered to the bill at the in- 
stance of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, which wanted to defeat a 
rival. Any man who charged that his 
amendment to .put such telephone com- 
panies under the supervision of the rail- 
road commission, was intigated by the 
Western Union or any other company 
Mr. Perry said, “is a liar.” 

The Wright amendment to indefinitely 
postpone the bill, was jost by a vote of 
90 to 45.

When the house yesterday voted on the 
senate amendment cutting the liquor tax 
from $500 to $300, there was just one 
less vote for the $500 tax than when that 
amount was originally inserted in the 
bill. 

This would seem to indicate that the 
house is determined not to back down 
from its position on this subject, though 
there are indications that the senate pro- 
poses to be equally firm. 

The matter has now gone to a 
ference committee along with other sen- 
ate amendments to the general tax act, 
to which the house refused to assent. 

The disputed amendments to the gen- 
era] appropriations bill have likewise been 
sent to a conference committee, and the 
committees on both these subjects were 
in close deliberation yesterday afternoon 
and last night. 

The morning session of the house was 
devoted almost exclusively to the sen- 
ate amendments to the general tax bill, 
the house concurring in very few of 
them, 

One or two other important matters 
were taken up, the senate amendment to 
the Steed railroad bill being adopted 
with slight change, and the amendment 
to the bill creating Turner county being 
adopted.

Liquor Tax Fight. 

After a few preliminaries at the morn- 
Ing session the house took up the general 
tax bill and went rigat into the liquor tax 
fight, begun at Wednesday night's ses- 
sion. The question wes as to adoption 
or rejection of the senate amendment, 
cutting the liquor tax from $500 as “’ixed 
by the house to $300. 

“Stand pat on the $500 tax,’’ said Mr. 
Wright. of Floyd. ‘Don’t yield an inch,’ 


Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, and Mr. 
Biackburn, of Fulton, appealed earnestly 
for the lower tax. 

Mr. Covington, of Colquitt, made one 
of his characteristic speeches in favor of 
the high tax. He was one of the “stand 
patters’’ on the $500 tax. 

Mr. Flanders, of Johnson, called atten. 
tion to the fact that members were mak- 
ing the same speeches as when the mat- 
ter was up before. 

“Therefore I will repeat mine,” he said. 
“I call the previous question.”’ 

The McMichael] amendment putting a 
tax of 21-2 per cent on the gross re- 
ceipts of dispensaries, $500 on barrooms 
and $200 on ber sellers, was first voted 
on, the yeas and nays being called. 


Views of Many Members. 

“Kill all these amendments and atick 
to the $500 tax,” urged Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb, in explaining his vote. 

“It has been Said here that conserva- 
tive men are those who dc nothing,’’ said 
Mr. Anderson. “I deyn it. Conservatism 
the quality of going slow with a view to 
being sure,.”’ 

Again Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, call- 
ed attention to the fact that he was op- 
posed to the state going into partnership 
in the liquor business by taking part of 
the profits of dispensaries. 

“A tax on liquor ‘s an expression cof 
public disapproval,”’ said Mr. Covington, 
of Colquitt. He, too, opposed the state 
going into the business, “but let’s stand 
pat on the $500 tax, and the senate will 
never hold out so as to make necessary 
an extra session.”’ 

This was practically the view of Mr. 
Flanders, of Johnson. 

“Let's put this tax on the gross re- 
ceipts of dispensaries They ought to 
pay it,”’ said Mr. George. of Morgan, in 
voting aye. 

‘“‘Let’s kill it and kill the senate 
amendment,” said Mr. Knight. 

“For revenue and not for prohibition,” 
said Mr. McMichael, “I vote aye.” 

Mr. Porter, of Floyd, spoke against the 
increased.tax on dispensaries.
